1. Nature of Operations and Summary of Significant Accounting
Policies

Nature of Operations:

The Company is a broker-dealer, principally in securities of Municipalities,
with customers throughout the United States. The Company is a member
of FINRA and the Securities Investor Protection Corporation (SIPC).

Uses of Estimates:

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally
accepted accounting principles requires management to make estimates
and assumptions that affect the amounts reported in the financial
statements and notes. Actual results could differ from those estimates,
but management does not believe such differences will materially affect
the Company’s financial position, results of operations, or cash flows.

Furniture and Equipment:

Furniture and equipment are carried at cost. Major renewals and
betterments are capitalized, and maintenance and repairs, which do not
improve or extend the life of the respective asset are charged against
earnings in the period in which they are incurred. Depreciation is
calculated on straight-line using estimated useful lives of five to ten years.
Depreciation expense was $1,540 for the year ended January 31, 2013.

Securities:
Securities are valued at market and consisted of municipal government
obligations as of January 31, 2013. The transactions are recorded at the

settlement date.

The Company classifies its marketable equity securities, if any, as
available-for-sale and carries them at fair market value, with the
unrealized gains and losses included in the determination of
comprehensive income and reported in stockholders’ equity. As of
January 31, 2013, the Company held no equity securities, had no
unrealized gains or losses, and had no accumulated comprehensive
income or losses.

Long-lived Assets:

Long-lived assets are reviewed for impairment whenever events or
changes in circumstances indicate that the carrying amount may not be
recoverable. Impairment is measured by comparing the carrying value of

®



the long-lived asset to the estimated undiscounted future cash flows
expected to result from the use of the assets and their eventual
disposition. The Company determined that as of January 31, 2013, there
had been no impairment in the carrying value of long-lived assets.

Cash Equivalents:

The Company's cash equivalents consist principally of cash and money
market accounts with financial institutions. The investment policy limits
the amount of credit exposure of any one financial institution.

Financial Instruments:

The carrying value of the Company's cash and cash equivalents, accounts
payable and accrued expenses approximate fair value because of the
short-term maturity of these instruments. Fair values are based on quoted
market prices and assumptions concerning the amount and timing of
estimated future cash flows and assumed discount rates reflecting varying
degrees of perceived risk. See Note 11 for further details.

Advertising expense:
Advertising expense was $28,396 for the year ended January 31, 2013.

Revenue recognition:

The Company recognizes revenue on its bond trading based on a
settlement date basis and revenue from advisory and underwriting
services when the services have been performed and the revenue is
earned and collectible. Fees billed and collected before services are
performed are included in deferred revenue. Expenses are recorded
when the obligation is incurred.

Note payable .

The Company has a $2,500,000 line of credit with a bank secured by
securities inventory and the personal guarantee of the shareholders.
Interest is payable monthly at the prime rate with a floor of 5%. The
Company also has an overline for an additional $2,500,000 with the same
terms. Both lines mature in November of 2013. On January 31, 2013 the
prime rate was 3.25% and had been 3.25% during the year then ended.
During the year ended January 31, 2013, the company borrowed and
repaid $2,700,000 on these lines. As of January 31, 2013 no funds were
borrowed against either line.

On January 1, 2007 the company executed a note payable in the amount
of $52,000 in exchange for 3,320 shares of Class A company stock. The
note bears interest at 10%, payable monthly with the principal payable on
demand. As of January 31, 2013 there is $52,000 payable on this note.

Total interest expense was $6,043 for the year ended January 31, 2013.

Net Capital Requirements and SIPC Assessment

The Securities and Exchange Commission Rule 15¢ 3-1 requires the
maintenance of minimum net capital and requires that the ratio of
aggregate indebtedness to net capital shall not exceed 15to 1. At
January 31, 2013, the Company had a net capital ratio of 26.51% and total
net capital of $1,408,387.

Pension Plan

The Company has a Savings Incentive Match Plan for Employees
(SIMPLE) covering all employees. The Company will match employee
contributions up to 3% of compensation. Amounts contributed for the year
ended January 31, 2013 was approximately $31,729.

Commitments, Contingencies, and Guarantees
The Company did not have any other commitments, contingencies, or
guarantees other then as noted below.

At January 31, 2013, the Company had entered into any $380,000 of
when-issued sales commitments and $445,000 of when-issued purchase
commitments.

The Company rents office space under a three-year lease ended on April
30, 2014. Rent expense for the year ended January 31, 2013 totaled
$16,048. Minimum future lease payments are $18,000 and $4,500 for
fiscal years ended January 31, 2014 and 2015, respectively.

Income Taxes

The Company follows ASC subtopic 740-10 (formerly Statement of
Financial Accounting Standard No. 109, “Accounting for Income Taxes")
for recording the provision for income taxes. ASC 740-10 requires the use
of the asset and liability method of accounting for income taxes. Under
the asset and liability method, deferred tax assets and liabilities are
computed based upon the difference between the financial statement and
income tax basis of assets and liabilities using the enacted marginal tax
rate applicable when the related asset or liability is expected to be realized
or settled. Deferred income tax expenses or benefits are based on the
changes in the asset or liability each period. If available evidence
suggests that it is more likely than not that some portion or all of the
deferred tax assets will not be realized, a valuation allowance is required
to reduce the deferred tax assets to the amount that is more likely than not
to be realized. Future changes in such valuation allowance are included
in the provision for deferred income taxes in the period of change.

Deferred income taxes may arise from temporary differences resulting
from income and expense items reported for financial accounting and tax

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purposes in different periods. Deferred taxes are classified as current or
non-current, depending on the classification of assets and liabilities to
which they relate. Deferred taxes arising from temporary differences that
are not related to an asset or liability are classified as current or non-
current depending on the periods in which the temporary differences are
expected to reverse.

The Company'’s effective income tax rate is lower than would be expected
if the federal statutory rate were applied to income before tax, primarily
because of municipal bond interest income for financial reporting purposes
that is not taxable for tax purposes during the year ended January 31,
2013. The provision for income tax expense was $14,236 for the year
ended January 31, 2013.

As of January 31, 2013, the Company has no material deferred tax assets
or liabilities.

Related Party Transactions
There were no related party transactions during the year ended January
31, 2013.

Inventory — Municipal Bonds

Securities are valued at market and consisted of municipal government
obligations as of January 31, 2013 with a value of $646,674. The
Company classifies its marketable equity securities, if any, as available-
for-sale and carries them at fair market value, with the unrealized gains
and losses included in the determination of comprehensive income and
reported in stockholders’ equity.

ASC Topic 820-10 establishes a fair value hierarchy that prioritizes the
inputs to valuation techniques used to measure fair value. The hierarchy
gives the highest priority to unadjusted quoted prices in active markets for
identical assets or liabilities (Level 1 measurements) and the lowest
priority to unobservable inputs (Level 3 measurements). ASC Topic 820-
10 defines fair value as the price that would be received to sell an asset or
paid to transfer a liability in an orderly transaction between market
participants on the measurement date. A fair value measurement
assumes that the transaction to sell the asset or transfer the liability
occurs in the principal market for the asset or liability. The three levels of
the fair value hierarchy under ASC Topic 820-10 are described below:
